The histo ric military, po litical and 
eco no mic alliance was signed by tjje 
Fo reign Ministers o f B rit gin. 
Fiance, Belgium, the Netherlands 
and Luxembo urg. 
The signing, at 11:04 a. m., East 
em Standard time, to o k place in 
the So lemn Sessio ns hall o f the 
Brussels Palace o f Academies. 
Mutual Military Aid Cited 
The treaty pledges the five na 
tio ns to mutual military aid if any 
o ne o f them la attacked. 
The 
treaty was co mpleted here Friday. 
The terms o f alliance, embracing 
eco no mic as well as military co o p 
eratio n, were made public in the 
capitals o f the five natio ns as their 
Fo reign Ministers fo rmally signed 
the pact in Brussels. 
The 50-year treaty, fo rged last 
week in an atmo sphere darkened 
by the westward advance o f Co m 
tnunism, called fo r quick actio n to 
put its o bjectives o f co mmo n secur­ 
ity and eco no mic reco very into o p­ 
eratio n. The treaty made partners 
o f the five natio ns. 
The treaty o rdered fo rmatio n o f 
a "co nsultative co uncil” to o per­ 
ate o n a co ntinuing basis. 
The co uncil is to meet immed­ 
iately “to co nsult with regard to 
any situatio n which might co n­ 
stitute a threat to peace". 
The treaty’s fo urth article was 
the crux o f the agreement. It said: 
If any o f the high co ntracting

Test o f Taff-Hartley Act 
The first ir.ajjr test o f the Taft-Hartley act’s in­ 
junctio n po wer may be made in co nnectio n with the 
co al mine and packing ho use strikes. 
The law gives the chief ex ecutiv e certain po wers 
In case natio nal health o r safety Is In danger. He o gn 
appo int a bo ard o f inquiry to Inquire into the Issues. 
The bo ard's repo rt must be made to the President, 
who is required to file a co py with the federal media­ 
tio n and co nciliatio n serv ice. He then may direct the 
atto rney general to petitio n any district co urt o f the 
United States with pro per jurisdictio n to enjo in the 
strike if the co urt finds that natio nal health o r safety 
might be jeo pardized. The co urt’s decisio n is subject 
to review by the appro priate ciro uit co urt o f appeals 
and the Supreme co urt. 
After the injunctio n has been Issued, the chief 
ex ecutiv e must reco nv ene the bo artj o f inquiry. At the 
end o f 80 days it must make a new repo rt. Within the 
nex t 15 days the Natio nal Labo r Halatio ns bo ard must 
take a secret ballo t o f emplo yes inv o lv ed. On the ques­ 
tio n o f whether o r no t they are to accept the em­ 
plo yer's last o ffer. Fiv e days after the electio n 
NLRB must certify the result« to the atto rney general, 
who then must mo ve to discharge the Injunctio n when 
the results o f the ballo t hav e been certified o r upo n 
settlement o f the dispute. The co urt must grant the 
mo tio n. 
There is no guarantee that anything win be settled 
—o nly an 80-day perio d o f federal Interv entio n and 
the risk o f a federal injunctio n. At the end o f a peri­ 
o d, if no settlement is reached, the strike co uld take 
place beyo nd reach o f the Taft-Hartley act. All who 
H^e wo ndering why Jo hn I* Lewis has cho sen to call 
o ut his unio n members in mid-March when his co ntract 
do esn't ex pire until the end o f June will no te that this 
strategy wo uld leav e trim free to call a strike at that 
time beyo nd reach o f the law if the Taft-Hartley act 
happens to be inv o ked against him within the nex t 
three weeks. 


No Time Fo r Idealism 
A o hange o f Allied po licy in western Euro pe is tak­ 
ing the emphasis o ff changing the co rpo rate setup in 
heav y Industry, acco rding to Gen. Lucius Clay. Only a 
few co mpanies hav ing mo no po listic co ntro l o f co n­ 
sumer go o ds will be affected in the future, and disso ­ 
lutio n o f agreements amo ng independent co ncerns is 
being abando ned. 
These changes indicate that o ccupatio n autho rities 
are ado pting a mo re realistic appro ach to pro blems 
in the Allied zo ne. The breakup o f ex isting industrial 
relatio nships, while co ntemplated as essential fo r a 
demUiUrUed Germany, at present wo uld require co st­ 
ly adjustments and hamper pro ductio n. 
Reco very o f western Euro pe depends in large de­ 
gree o n Germany’s capital go o ds pro ductio n. That 
reco very can’t be lo ng delayed If the western co untries 
are to resjst the po litical disturbances acco mpanying 
eco no mic unrest. By their actio n, o ccupatio n autho ri­ 
ties indicate that intro ducing idealism into the harsh 
realities o f western Euro pe wo uld be a futi’.e gesture

Causes o i Mental Fatigue 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
Ali wo rk and no play has nev» r 
seemed to be a go o d plan fo r, liv ing. 
And in these high-tensio n mo dern 
days, when nearly ev erybo dy wo rks 
under stress o f o ne kind o r ano ther 
it is particularly bad. 
It has o ften been said that hard 
wo rk can harm no bo dy; that it is 
nev er respo nsible fo r physical o r 
mental breakdo wns. And yet Dr. 
Charles R. Rayburn o f the Univ er­ 
sity o f Oklaho ma Medical Scho o l 
thinks that heav y, pro lo nged re­ 
spo nsibility, plus lo ng ho urs o f hard 
wo rk, with little rest o r recreatio n, 
may ev entually lead to a co nditio n 
which he calls Mental Fatigue Syn­ 
dro me. A syndro me la a gro up o f 
sympto m« . 
Serv icemen in Co mbat 
The sympto ms o i this co nditio n 
are like tho se which dev elo ped in 
serv icemen during co mbat o r in 
airmen after 
pro lo nged 
airplane 
{lights. 
Li this so -called mental fatigue 
syndro me there are changes In the 
perso nality. The co nditio n o ften de­ 
v elo ps in perso ns who hav e a stro ng, 
nerv o us make-up and who , co nse­ 
quently, may hav e been giv en ex tra 
respo nsibilities. The patients co m­ 
plain o f a v ariety o f physical dis­ 
turbances, such as v ague pains in 
vario us parts o f the bo dy, headache, 
and fatigue. But despite their co m­ 
plaints they resent sympathy and 
attentio n. They o ften try to be alo ne 
and may ev en decline any medical 
aid, but realizing that so mething is 
wro ng they try to acco unt fo r it by 
saying they are nerv o us. 
As a rule, the sympto ms are wo rse 
in the mo rning, while the patient 
feels better In the early afterno o n, 
These patients are no t wo rried 
abo ut themselv es, but they are rest- 
ess. irritable, and unable to co n­ 


centrate. Frequently, they are de­ 
pressed. Mo st o f them will reco ver 
co mpletely when their respo nsibih- 
tis are decreased and they are 
freed, in so far as po suible, fro m 
fear, anx iety o r emo tio nal strain. 
In all walks o r Mfe, recreatio nal 
h ab i t s are impo rtant. Ev eryo ne 
sho uld see to it that he gets eno ugh 
time fo r rest and relax atio n, and 
that relax atio n is o f the pro per 
type. This in itself will do much to 
ward o ff the so -called mental fa­ 
tigue state. In so me cases, if the 
co nditio n dev elo ps, -a c o m p l e t e 
change o f o ccupatio n may be neces­ 
sary. 
The mental fatigue state must 
no t be co nfused with ano ther co n­ 
ditio n, called neurasthenia, which 
¡dev elo ps in peo ple suffering fro m 
emo tio nal disturbances. These per­ 
so ns do no t hav e a stro ng, nerv o us 


than 37 percent o f the states senato rs. 
All states so afflicted u e up against the same 
pro blem: The co rrectio n must be so ught at the hands 
o f a rural-do mtnsted legislature. Tho se who benefit 
mo el by the present disparities are the on«** who must 
be appealed to . The alter:ystivc U the referendum, an 
ex pensiv e, tedio us pro cess but the o nly o ne likely to 
bring success.
